THE SEASON 
TO DATE 


With the season closer rapidly approaching, KICK OFF takes a look at the Carlton games of 
Season 99/00, what is left to play, and the club's chances of progressing into their second NSL 
Grand Final in three years. 


Many diehard supporters will no doubt recall back to Round 11 of this season, when the Blues 
took on the newly formed Football Kingz. It was the ultimate start to a season, a 3-0 win, with 
Brazilian Moreira bagging two goals on his own. This could only be an indication of the grand 
season that was ahead for the team. 


Two games later, and Carlton emulated their incredible performance, scoring four against 
Marconi's nil. However, the first major setback of the season was to come two rounds later, 
against Adelaide Force, when young Joey Tricarico (then the poll-leader for the Supporters’ Player 
of the Year Award) was stretched off with a horrific hamstring injury. Although it was 

unknown at the time, the damage was to keep him sidelined for almost twenty-three weeks. 


Another amazing "hatrick" effort by Moriera saw the tables turn, after two consecutive defeats. 
A five-one win over Canberra had set the wheels back in motion for the Olympic Park lads. This 
was followed up nicely, with a win over Sydney United the following week, who were having an 
extraordinarily lowly season. 


Mid December saw a local derby with South Melbourne. |t was the first time since April 12, 
1998 that South had been beaten at home, Carlton streaking away with a 2-1 victory. 


Carlton Coach Stuart Munro, made four major changes to the team that was so impressive to 
South the previous round. Crowd favourite John Markovski, and Craig Deans were dropped from 
the lineup, and were replaced by import Stuart Slater, and seventeen-year-old national, Josh 
Kennedy. The team lost one-nil to Sydney Olympic. 


Later rounds, twenty-two in particular, saw much anger vented at refereeing decisions. A 3-nil 
loss was suffered at the hands of cross-town rivals, Melbourne Knights. Two more losses 
followed, against Adelaide Force, and South Melbourne, at Bob Jane. 


Yet, although the loss to South was a loss, Coach Munro was delighted at the motivation his team 
displayed. A lack of presence on the field at recent times left, Munro and the fans disillusioned. 
This was the turn-around that was needed. 


At the time of going to print, the team was yet to play Canberra. However, there were ten rounds 
left for the regular season. The top four had secured their places. Carlton must win the majority 
of their games if they are to score that elusive spot in the top six. Interestingly, two matches at 
home against South Melbourne should make for great viewing. South, Brisbane, Kingz, Adelaide 
and Parramatta will all fight each other until May to ensure a spot in the finals. 


So, if Carlton manages that final placing, what are their chances of making it through to the 
Grand Final? Supporters would have to say that it can be achieved. Probably more importantly 
however, are the Blues themselves. Without a doubt, the team are confident they can go all the 
way. Seeing as it is them who are playing for that NSL Premiership, it is their opinion that 
matters most.
